Post Office 
Gives Advice 


from On Mailing 


“The Post Office De- § 
partment today advised 
persons sending Christe 


mas cards that all cards 
weighing one ounce or less 
must carry six cents post- 
age, 

In previous years, un- 
sealed cards without a 
written message (only the 
signature of the sender) 
could be sent one cent less 
than the first class rate of 
postage, These would be 
delivered as third-class 
mail, without the provision 
for forwarding or return 
if undeliverable. 


The postage rate leg- 
islation which went into 
effect last January raised 


the single rate -thirdclass 
postage to six cents for the 
first two ounces, 


Since virtually all 
greeting cards weigh less 
than an ounce, the first 
class and third-class rates 
are, in effect, the same, 

Thus, the post office 
notes, all greeting cards 
bearing six cents postage 


which are undeliverable as 
addressed shall be for- 
warded if a new address is 
available, 

The Department stress- 
ed the importance of a re- 
turn address to assure that 
undeliverable cards willbe 
returned, This allows 
mailers to keep their ad- 
dress lists up to date.

Concerned About 


Traffic Safety 


Colonel Floyd H. Mann, 
state director of Public 
safety, stated that from 6 
p.m, Friday through 12 
midnight Sunday that the 
Alabama Highway Patrol 
investigated 247 accidents 
with 102 dnjuries and ll 
rural fatalities that oc- 
curred in the follow- 
ing counties; 3 each in 
Mobile and Conecuh, and 
1 each in Winston, Elmore, 
Calhoun, Baldwin, and 
Marengo, This brings the 
total killed so far this year 
to 737 compared with 693 
at this time last year, 
Statewide, we have an in- 
crease of 44, 

Captain W, A, Hornsby, 
Dothan District Command- 
€r stated that the troopers 
in the eight county Dothan 
District investigated 26 
accidents with 7 injuries 
and no fatalities, Sofar this 
year 86 people have diedin 
district traffic accidents 
compared with 67 at this 
time last year. District- 
wise, we have an increse 
of 19, The traffic law vio- 
lations causing these week- 
end accidents were uncon- 
trolled speed, driving while 
intoxicated, driving on the 
wrong side of road, and 
following too closely. 84 
arrests and 159 warnings 
were issued by the district 
troopers, 

Colonel Mann stated that 
one of the easiest ways to 
avoid incidents that can 
ruin your trip is simply to 
cooperate with others, By 


making room for every- 
one, you help yourself, 
Compete with them and 


you’re asking for trouble, 
First of all, occupy only 
your fair share of road 
space. Stay in your lane 
without straddling the white 
line. This is crucial on 
curves and always signa] 
your intention of stopping, 
turning, or changing lanes, 
You’ll find that by letting 
others know what you in- 
tend to do well in advance 
will make many would-be 
problems disappear,

ASC Holds 
Referendum 
in December 


Roy L. Ellis, Chairman 
of the Coffee County Ag- 
ricultural Stabilization and 


Conservation Committee 
said that a marketing 
guota referendum for the 
1969, 1970, and 1971 crops 


will be held December 2 


through 6, 1968, Mr. Ellis 


said, ‘‘This is the first 
time a peanut referendum 
has been conducted by 
miail,’’ 


“These are the same 
dates as the cotton refer- 
endum”’ the chairman said, 
“and those producers who 
have both a peanut and a 
cotton allotment will get 
ballots for each referen- 
dum, These preducers are 
cautioned that each hallot 
is placed in the proper 
envelope for mailing. 

“You are eligible to vote 
in the peanut referendum, 
Mr. Ellis, “‘if you are en- 
titled to share 1968-crop 
peanuts on a farm which 
acreage are harvested for 
nuts exceeds | acres, A 
landlord of a standing rent, 
cash rent, or fixed rent 
is not eligible to vote.” 

Mr, Ellis said that the 
Secretary of Agriculture 
has announced that the na- 
tional peanut acreage allot- 
ment will be 1,610,000 acres 
for the 1969 crop. The State 
peanut allotment for 1969 
is 217,135 acres, compared 
with the State allotment of 
217, 352 acres for 1968, 

The Chairman, said, 
“Quotas will be put into 
effect if approved by at 
least two-thirds of the 
growers voting in the ref- 
erendum, Whether or not 
the quotas are approved, 
the 1969 - crop peanut 
acreage allotment will re- 
main in effect as a means 
of determing eligiblity for 
price support.” 

“Tf at least two-thirds 
of those voting approve, 
quotas will be in effect in 
each of the three years, 
Growers who comply with 
their allotments will be 
éligible for price support 
at a rate to be announced 
later. Non - complying 
farms will receive no price 
support and marketing pen- 
alties will apply to any 
“excess” peanuts  pro- 
duced,”
